During this report period, the progromming and debugging of the computer 
program to convert the digital topes supplied by NASA to our standard computer 
formot for the HIS-635 has been completed. Also the initial computer program to 
extract the textural features has been developed. At the present time in the 
contract period there have been no significant problems that have impeded the 

progress of the investigation., ^ 

Of couice part of the i\ogery obtained during the ERTS-A first period s 

coverage ot Kansas svas unusoblAfor analysis because of cloud cover. However, we 
hove located images from subsequent coverage which seem to be suitable for ^ 
texture analysis. A request for the digital topes has been initiated and pending the 
arrival of these tapes we have no results to report at this time . Once the digito, 
topes ore received we see no reason to expect dlfficulties with conformance to ^ 
contract work. During this report period, there has been no significant change in 
the contract operating personnel.
